Socialism is headed for a tug-of-war in the U. S. A. 
Call it what you will— the new order, the welfare state, 
liberalism, etc.— socialism seems to have passed its easy 
objectives, and to have nothing but tough times ahead. 
The essence of Socialism consists of taking property 
away from the numerically small group of those who have 
much of it, and doling it out to the large blocs of voters 
who have less of it. 
The man who named socialism 
“redistribution of 
w ealth’* was quite correct. Except, of course, it should be 
“redistribution of other people’s w ealth.” 
Socialism has gone like a house afire in all nations 
where there has been a big group of impoverished persons 
— the “proletariat,” as the Com m unists call them , m ean­ 
ing those who do not own property, and merely have the 
income of a job for their support. Practically all of Europe 
fell into that category, and so did much of the rest of the 
world. 
The only time that socialism got more than a toe­ 
hold in this country was when the Depression made the 
Am erican people poverty-conscious. 
For a period of 
years, a complex was in evidence throughout this country J

by which those who had had the daylights scared out of 
them by the Depression took it as a personal insult and 
injury that here and there thrifty and far-sighted citizens 
had prepared themselves in advance for the hard times 
which the Depression brought. 
There was an era of social tension, and a feeling that 
wealth was over-concentrated — two public reactions 
which make a sort of welcome m at for socialism. I he 
New Deal, which was nothing more nor less than w atered 
down socialism, came in and was accepted and made part 
of our political structure. 
But this movement ran its course. Looking hack. 
we can see President Roosevelt was a great deal sm arter 
in perceiving that fact than President I ruinan has been. 
President Roosevelt, if you remember, when running for 
his fourth term in 1944, officially decided to discard (as 
Ii put it) “Dr. New Deal” and turn instead to “Dr. W in 
the W ar.”

e q u i t y still lags behind the depreciation, so that the owner- an old lady down on a cot in her 
ship is technically a minus quantity. But regardless of Bristol tow nship home after 
that, the family has the deed, and that’s what counts. 
There is no getting away from it, the man w ho owns 
his home has a different point of view from the man who 
is just a tenant. He automatically becom es more con­ 
servative — he starts weighing public questions, not iii 
abstract terms, but o n the specific basis of what they will 
do to the value of his real estate, lf you think that this 
isn t a political factor of vast importance, remember how 
the demand for zoning and districting laws has mounted 
in the last few years. 
What is true of housing is true also of other forms 
of investment or savings. It is true of insurance, of hank 
accounts, of government bonds. It is true of stocks and 
bonds and similar types of investment securities. Never 
before in all history have these been more widely held. 
And never before, likewise, have they produced a more 
widespread pressure against radicalism and socialism, 
There is another type of equity which is different 
from any of those listed above. In this country it has no i 
legal standing, despite the fact that it carries strong im pli-j 
cations of ownership. That equity is a job. Particularly is I 
this state of semi-ownership conspicuous with reference 
to industrial jobs. Under the present working agreements j 
between labor and management, an em ployee in good 
standing has a title to his job which, were it transferable, j 
would cause it to have a huge capital value. 
More working people today than ever before hold 
jobs under approximately those conditions— jobs which I 
arc so valuable that they deserve to be, and are, conserved 
very carefully by millions of the individuals who hold 
them. 
Moreover, these job holders are drawing many times 
more out of the earnings of industry than do the stock­ 
holders of the plants where they work. One would expert 
a conservative point of view from a shareholder— why is 
it not equally logic al from an em ployee who has almost a 
vested interest in his position, and whose share of the 
earnings actually take precedence over those of the 
owners?
